Wasnumnaron, March 5.—{Special.j—The 
two factions of Georgia republican office seek- 
ers, lead by Longstreet and Back, respect- 
ively, are at loggerheads, and each faction 
Beenis to be doing all in its power to injare the 
other. The Buck men here, and there are 
more than a half dozen full-fledged lieuten- 
ants,are again making the point against Long- 
street that he tore General Harrison's name 
from his ticket and only cast liis ballot for Mr. 
Candler for congress. They also urge that 
Longstreet and his crowd are not republicans 
for priuciple, but only for “pap,’’ On the other 
hand, the Longstreet nen urge that the Buck- 
ites are simply

and negroes, and do not represent the respec- 
table clement of southern republicans. The 
fight is a bittor one, and before it is ended 
some of the leading men of one or the other 
factions will probably find themselves without 
offices of any kind. Probably the most heated

THE NORTHERN DISTRICT ATTORNEYSHIP. 

* The Buck men say that Darnell shall have 
the place, and assert that it is already prac- 
tically settled. On the other hand the Long- 
street men are understood to be pushing Ed 
Angier. Mr. J. C. Jenkins has a little sup- 
port from both factions, while Will, Haight 
has the almost solid democratic support which 
has already had the effect of getting some of 
the big northern republican leaders to espouse 
his cause. 
THE SOUTHERN DISTRICT. 

There is very little talk of any opposition to 
Mr. Erwin for the southern district attorney- 
ship and itseems very generally agreed by 
both factions that he will get it.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY HILL IN WASHINGTON, 

District Attorney Ben I1ill, of Atlanta, is 
here winding up his business in connection 
with the first comptroller’s office. Mr. Hil, 
says his commission expires on the 24th. of 
the present month, and that le will retire at 
that time.

The 
majority of the district court judges oppose 
this bill, and it was due to their objection that 
Mr. Cleveland allowed it to die,

“THROWING OFF’’ ON A CONGRESS?TAN, 

There is quite astcry -connected with the 
means by which the Blair educational bill was 
smothered in the house committee on educa- 
tion. When the fiftieth congress met, it was 
evident to both President Cleveland and 
Spoaker Carlisle that the Blair bill would pass 
the senate, and be sent to the house atan early 
day. Every one knew that if the bill got be- 
fore the house it would pass. Mr. Cleveland 
had requested the speaker not, underthe cir- 
cumstances, to allow the bill to be sent to the 
white house. The speaker, being opposed to 
the bill, and realizing that it would go to the 
president if it ever caine before the house for 
consideration, decided to appoint a committee 
that would smother the bill. Mr. Candler, of 
Georgia, was entitled tothe chairmanship of 
the commitiee on education, and when ap* 
pointed, he was impressed with the impor- 
tance of smothering the bill. Mr. Cleveland 
also requested Mr., Candler not to allow the 
bill to get as far as the executive mansion. Mr. 
Candler would not agree to shoulder 
this responsibility, and, therefore, in order to 
carry out the prearranged plan, Speaker Car- 
lisle packed the committee with seven demo- 
erats, besides the chairman, whom he knew 
were unalterabiy oppesed to the bill. There 
were also two republicans on the committee 
who were known to be opposed to the Blair

bill, but when they found that the democrats 


were solidly against it, they, in order to make 
it a party question, gave their intluence for the 
bill. Mr. Candler, in speaking of the matter 


last night, said that he was not opposed to

certain features of the Biair bill, and knowing 
that even if a substitute had ever been repori- 
ed to the house the orginal bill would have 
been offered as an amendment and passed 
rather than see this, he preferred to let the 
bill die on the plan suggested by the speaker 
and the president. 
THE LENGTH OF THE SESSION. 

The probable lencth of the present session 
of the senate was a matter informally discussed 
among the senators today. Itis the expecta. 
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tion that, at the very shortest, the senate will 
remain in session for a period of two weeks. 
This will give the president time to *x upon 
the successors of the present foreign ministers, 
and the nominations can be confirmed at once. 
This will enable the new ministers to go abroad 
almost immediately, with the full assara.:ce 
that they will not have to return because of 
any subsequent failure of confirmation. 

Senator Hoar insists, with some force, that 
his resolfition relating to southern elections 
shall be re-introduced and passed, in order that 
the Clayton murder can be fully investigated 
before assembies in I }e- 
cember, that if the 
investigation not made now, while 
the facts can be obtained with some 
facility they are Jlikely never to be vrought 
out when the period of time elapses smii.cient 
to give the assassins an opportunity to cover 
up their work. Ali the repulican senato.s 
agree with Mr. Hoar except Senator Ingails. 
lie does not object to the investigation, but 
thinks the investigation of the Clayton episode 
particularly is a matter that should be left to 
the house, as that is the body affected by the 
tragedy. The democratic senators . unani- 
mous!ly oppose the revival of the resolution at 
this time, and unless Senator Hoar can Carry 
with him all his party associates, it is Ifkely 
to go over fr the time being. If the election 
resolution is taken up, it is expected that its 
discussion will occupy two months. 

THE OF FICE-SEPRERS ON HAND. 

The assault of the republican oftice-seekers 
on the president promises to be some- 
thing awful, but he can only blame himself, as 
he extended in his inaugural the invitation, 
Ex-Conyressman Johnson, of Indiana, who is 
a caudidate for commissioner of pensions, was 
at the white house at an early hour this morn- 
ing. It wassoon discovered that it would be 
impossible for the president to dish out any 
oflices to-day, because the thousands of visit- 
ors who called to pay tieir respects took up 
the entire time. But Johnson took no chances 
on anything. He had heard that several 
Indianians were going to oppose him, 
and he stayed around the white house 
most of the day, so that none of his enemies 
could get in ahead of him. ‘lomorrow the 
ofiice seekers will begin flocking around the 
white house in force, and for the next three 
months he will almost wish he wasn’t presi- 
dent. 

REPUBLICAN LEADERS DISSATISFIED, 

The leading republican senators and repre- 
sentatives, and those on the outside who don’t 
want oflice, are very much dissatisfied with 
*resident Harrison’s cabinet selections. In- 
deed,itis pronounced a very weak cabinet, 
and the republican discontent is deep, Ex- 
Governor Foster, of Ohio, said today: 

“Ttis composed of played-out politicians and 


political nonentities. Proctor and Noble were 
never heard of bef 


and Miller’s proper 
place would have been at the head of the 
kitchen cabinet.”’

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THE FIRST RECEPTION. 

The White House Crowded With People to 
Grasp the President's Hand. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The white house 
was the center of attraction to-day, and nearly 
all the thousands of visitors in the city made 
it a visit. Business was practically at a stand- 
still in al} departments pending the change of 
oflicial heads. The sight-seers streamed 
through the corridors, and kept the clerks busy 
answering questions. : 

The day at the white house began about 
o'clock. The president and family did not 
finish their breakfast and morning duties until 
that hour. 

A large crowd was gathered about the gates 
and it was with difliculty that they were re- 
strained from forcing their way by the guards. 
The latter were instructed to keep the grounds 
clear till ten o’clock, as it would take until 
then to prepare the house for the reception of 
the immense crowd in waiting. The president 
came down about 10:15 o’clock and took his 
stand in the east room. 

Colonel J. M. Wilson, United States army, 
stood by his side and assisted him whenever 
necessary. He announced the names of the 
early callers, but they came _ so _ thick 
and fast that he vas obliged to 
discontinue so doing, and allow 
the callers to shake the _ president’s 
hand and pass along. The president is an 
adapt at hand-shaking, having been in contin- 
uous practice since the election and stood the 
ordeal remarkably well. The reception con- 
tinued steadily for several hours, with but a 
few short interruptions. The scene way a gay 
one, the crowd comprising Civilians, soldiers, 
bands, etc., mixed up indiscriminately. The 
bands played patriotic airs in front of the 
house while waiting their turn, and some of 
the glee clubs serenaded the president with 
stirring campaign songs. 
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FAILED OF CONFIRMATION, 


Nominations Sent to the Senate at the Last 
Session, Which Failed, 

WASHINGTON, March5S.—In the second ses- 
sion of the fiftieth congress President Cleve- 
land sent to the senate nearly 450 nominations, 
about one-half of which were confirmed. 
Of the lattera great majority were promotions 
inthe army and navy and presidential post- 
masters, the terms of whose predecessors had 
expired or whose offices had become presiden- 
tial. The policy of republican senators to con- 
firm no political nominatiens was successfully 
carried out, although there was dan- 
ger of RN failure in the cases 
of Assistant Secretary Thompson, to be 
civil service commissioner, of First Assistant 
Pestmaster-General Stevenson to be justice of 
the supreme court of the District of Columbia: 
of William B. Webb, to be commissioner of 
the District of Columbia. and John E. Hart- 
ridge to be judge of the United States court 
for the district of Florida. These nominations, 
however, all failed. 

A DEMOCRATIC CONFERENCE. 
Senators Meet to Shape a Line of Policy for 
the Special Session. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Before the senate 
met to-day the democratic members held a 
conference in the room used for such- purposes 
to discuss business to come before the senate 
at the special session, and determine upon a 
line of policy in relation thereto. No definite 
conclusion was reached, but the sentiment of 
the members was against permitting the con- 
sideration of legislative business of any char- 
acter. While no formal action has beeu taken 
by republican senators, it is stated that they 
will not attempt to do anything but purely ex- 
ecutive business. They are tired, and want to 
getaway. A two weeks’ session at most is al] 
that is CXpPeck d now.

Mr. Blaine’s fierce tilt with the 
late Renjamin Hill, of Georgia, in the discus- 
sion of the so-called general. amnesty bill to 
remove the political disabilities of those who 
had takenan active part against the union 
during the war, which Mr. Blaine opposed, 
perhaps, more than any other of his acts while 
in public life, gave him @ national reputation. 
Mr. Blaine was openly accused of having re- 
ceived a gift of $64,000 from the Union Pacific 

for some undefined service, in the 
of Little Rock and Fort Smith 
bonds. An investigation was ordered, 
whieh led to the publication 
ef an extended correspondence that passed 
hetween Mr. Blaine and his secretary, a man 
by the name of Muiligan, and passed into his- 
tory under the sobriquet of the ‘‘Mulligan 
letters.”’ 

From thistimeon Mr. Blaine’s biography 
need searcely be told. Inthe brief month of 
Mr. Garfield’s presidency Blaine was secreta- 
ry of state.

Upon his return to 
Minnesota the legislature elected hii to serve 
the remainder of his term in the senate, In 
that body Mr. Windom acted as chairman of 
the committee Oo} appopriations, foreign atfairs 
and transportation. 

Within tlhe past few years ex-Senator Win- 
dom has made New York city his head- 
quarters.

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THE QUARANTINE CONFERENCE. 
The Proceedings of the Southern Conference 
in Montgomery. 

Monteomery, Ala., March 5.—[{Special.]— 
The southern quarantine conference assem- 
bled in this city today, and met in the hall of 
the house of representatives at the capitol at 
10 o’clock. The conference}was called to order 
by Dr. Jerome Cochran, state, health officer of 
Alabama. 

An address of welcome wag delivered by 
Governor Seay on behalf of the people of Ala- 
bama and the city of Montgomery. A com- 
mittee, consisting of one from each state, 
represented was appointed on permanent or- 
ganization. That eommittee reported as fol- 
lows: For permanent president, Dr. C. P. 
Wilkinson, of New Orleans, president Louisi- 
ana State board of health; for vice-presidents, 
Hon. David B. Hadden, Tennessee; Dr. T. 
Grange Simmons, South Carolina; Hon. M. 
E. Burkley. Georgia; Dr. William Bailey, Ken- 
tucky; Hon. J. C. Clark, Alabama; Dr. Robert 
Rutherford, Texas; Dr. J. Y. Porter, Florida; 
Dr. R. F. Gray, North Carolina; Dr. B. M. 
Griftith, Illinois; Dr. J. M. Taylor, Missis- 
sippi. For permanent secretary, Dr. J. U 
McCormick, of Kentucky, and for assistant 
secretaries, Dr. J.B. Baird, of Georgia, and 
Mr. J. S. Ludlow, of North Carolina. 

The order of business allows ten votes to 
each state represented. Visitors not duly ap- 
pointed as delegates were invited to participate 
in the proceedings, except as to voting. 

The following states are well represented in 
the conference: Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
Mississippi, Tennessee.

THE. COPPER SYNDICATE NERVOUS. 
The Sudden Death of a Financier Cases 


Stocks to Drop—The Parnell Commission 
~—Other Foreign News of Interest. 


WAS THE MARKET 
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Paris, March 5.—The sudden = death of 
Deufert Rochereau caused a temporary panic 
on bourse today. The knowledge that his 
company, the Comptior D’Escompte, was 
heavily involved with the Society Des Metaux 
in copper speculations, created a scare that ex- 
tended to other financial institutions. Roche- 
reau had a fainting fit while driving from the 
Comptoir D’Escompte to the Banque de Pays- 
Bas. He recovered and was taken home, 
where he died an hour afterward. Operators 
at once said that it was a case of suicide, owing 
to bourse reverses. The directors 
of the company took immediate action 
to correct the rumors that were 
current by issuing an announcement that 
Kochereu had suffered no reverses, his private 
fortune being intact. Their declaration did 
not extend to any statement as to howsthe 
Comptoir d’Hscompte and allied financial 
houses were affected by the copper collapse. 

SHARES TUMBLING. 

Wild fluctuatiors marked metal shares from 
noon until the close, and Seciete des Metaux 
shares fell to 188, and when the panic abated 
they closed at 192. Rio Tinto touched 582 and 
closed at 597. Comptoir d’Eseompte ranged 
between 800 and 860, the final quotation being 
510. Stocks beyond the sphere of copper 
speculation remained unshaken. Rentes were 
irregular, but three per cents closed only ten 
cents lower for the day. 

Tomorrow, it is understood, will be big 
with fate for the copper syndicate’s negotia- 
tions for an arrangement with all mines, in- 
cluding American, finally succeeding or fail- 
ing. Societe Des Metaux shares were quoted 
Saturday at 28 franes. 

THE FORLORN CANAL SHARE-HOLDERS, 

The appeal of the Panama Canal company 
against the decision of the tribunal of com- 
merce was again before the court of appeal 
ioday. The sitting was occupied in hearing 
arguments of the company’s counsel. The 
decision of the court, which was fixed for last 
Saturday, has been postponed indefinitely. 
Shareholders of the company appear to think 
they can stave off a calamity by holding pala- 
vers every few days, at which fresh 
schemes to maintain the company 
are propounded. Some of these are 
so fantastic as to assist in turning public inter- 
est in the Panamal canai into the interest at- 
tending a tragic comedy. Among the pro- 
jects discussed, was a proposal that every 
shareholder contribute 125 francs per thare for 
the completion of the canal, but this was re- 
jected as hopeless. An enthusiastic shareholder 
suggested that if the funds failed, Frenchmen 
would not doso; that volunteers might be ob- 
tained to go to complete the works at the cost 
of bare maintenance. The meeting hardiy 
knew whether to take this proposal seriously 
or as an ill-timed jest.

FIOM PIGOTT, 


Written the Day of His Suicide—The Par- 
nell Commission. 

Lonpon, March 5.—The Parnell commission 
resumed its sitting this morning. Attorney- 
General Webster narrated the facts in relation 
to Pigott’s communication from Madrid to Mr. 
Soames, the Times’ solicitor. He stated that 
another letter from Pigott bad been received 
today. It had been posted on Mareh2. This 
letter was sent to Soaines’s office for Mr. Pon- 
sonby. It was not read in court. Presiding 
Justice Hannen decided that the fact that the 
Irish World had raised money for the Irish 
cause, did not make the recipient of the money 
responsible for the articles in the paper, but 
it was an important link in evidence referring 
to the distribution of newspapers inciting to 
outrage. Hesaid that the evidence proved 
that during 1881 copies of the Irish World were 
sent, either directly or indirectly, from the 
Dublin ieague officersand were found in pos- 
session of league officials. Evidence on this 
point was admissable. Court assentedto Mr. 
Diilon going to Australia for his health. 

READING THE IRISH WORLD. 

Attorney-general Webster resumed _ the 
reading of articles from the Lrish World, refer- 
ring to Mr, Davitt’s action in connection with 
the home rule movement. Heaiso read a 
speech made by Mr. Dillon, urging the des- 
truction of the police who Were engaged in 
protecting landlords. 

Presiding Justice Hannen protested against 
Attorney-general Webster reading reports of 
anti-Parnell speeches made by Messrs Glad- 
stone and Fosterand other members of the 
house of commons. He said that while these 
speeches were admissable as evidence, they 
were of no importance.

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THE CHARGES REPUDIATED, 
Which Had Been Made Against the Cotton 
Men of Charleston. 

CHARLESTON, S.C., March 5.—[Special. ]-— 
There was a stormy meeting of cotton ex- 
change yesterday. At the last session of the 
legislature a bill was introduced providing for 
the better protection of the underwriters of 
cotton shipped on vessels at ports in this state. 
During the discussion the charge was made 
that the cotton fires on shipboard here were 
the work of incendiaries; that there wasa 
combination of wharf owners, sievedores, 
steamship agents, tugboatowners and cotton 
buyers, to set fire to the cotton on shipboard, 
so asto defraud the underwriters, retain the 
vessels, secure extra work, and purchase the 
cotton cheap. The exchange in January ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the charges, 
aud the committee reported tothe exchange 
yesterday. The committee say that there is 
no truth in the charges. The report says: 

‘‘As to the first charge the representative to 
whom was imputed the charge made in the 
legislature has disclaimed most positively any 
reference to any member of the exchange or 
merchants of thiscity, claming that it referred 
entirely to northern men who come down to 
these sales, and banded themselves together to 
purchase cotton at theirown prices. As to the 
charges of incendarism the committee review 
the dangers that arise from careless loading of 
cotton and say it it ‘‘simply impossible, with 
the meagre and imperfect testimony that could 
be submitted to them en this point, to attempt 
to decide, with any degree of certainty, as to

occasioned by accident or design. 

They believe such question should be settled 
in a court of justice. As to the existence ofa 
ring or rings, a large number of witnesses are 
examined, and it was found that the witnesses 
who in the existence of a 
ring, unable to produce any 
evidence that impressed the com- 
mittee that a ring existed. As to the general 
charge that underwriters on cotton were 


systematically defrauded at this port, the evi- | 


dence before the committee did not prove that 
insurance companies arg systematically de- 
franded nor that the charge made against the 
underwriters of cotton cargoes in cases of fire 
are any. greater here than those made at other 
ports. There was a lively time at the meeting, 
but the repo.t was finally adopted and the 
committee discharged.

fifteen thotwand brought $15 ner ton, This was only 
one of many sales;which arcitaking placein Greenes- 
boro. The crop gathered on the bermuda gress 
farms the past year is being put on the market. 
It finds ready purchasers at good figures and thon- 
sands of dolles are being brouget from other sections 
of the country and going into the pockets of the 
bermuda grass farmers. And from every ton of 
bermuda hay sold by the farmers of Greene county 
there isa clear profitof eleven dollars a ton! A 
ton of hay at $17 per ton pays more profit then a 
bale of cotton at eight cents a pound! In a talk 
with the editor of the Journal Captain J, M. Story, 
on the raising of bermuda, said: 

“J have had some considerable expe- 
rienee in this matter and if you think they will 
prove of benefitto others I wilt cheerfully give 
them. My own opinion ts that bermuda gross pr 
a better profit as a hay than any other crop which 
ean be put on the land. Everybody knows that 
bermuda crass grows without any particuiar culti- 
vation. The only expense attaciiet to it is the cut~ 
ting and bailing. It requires five hands to operate 
and keep up with a mowing machine. A machine 
will eut three acres a day, I have made tie follow- 
‘ng estimate as to the cost of cuthing: Five hands at 
BO cents cach.$ 1250; four mu'es cents each, 32; 
one waron, 0c; baling per ton,$5; marketing. $1.5". 
Making @ total of 8,99. But this is the expense of 
one day's work for the hands, mules ani wagon, 
and consequently is not the cost per ton. These 
men, with the machine can cut three scresg in one 
day as easily as one, sojyou mius', in order to get the 
cost of the hay per ton, conside: three acres asa 
unit and its yie! i must be counted before the ap 
proximate cost per ton can be obtained, | 

“We will take it that an acre only yields one ton, 
or three tons on three acres. It wiil require two 
Cuttings for two crops or to obtain the three tons on 
three acres. This is $5 for the hands, $4 for the 
mules, $1 ior the wagon, $10 in all, or 33.0554 per 
acre. In putting the hay on the market it wiil cos 
3 per ton for baling and 51 00 for marketing. But 
the cost of cutting and) saving the two tous an acre 
will be no more than $3.33'4, for the machine will cut 
two or even four tons from an acre as quickly as it 
will one. Now, togetan exact estimate of what

THE WOOLFOLK TRIAL. 


FACE 


GUSTIN SETS HIS8 
AGAINST ALL DELAYS 


JUDGE 


And Orders tle Trial to Proceed—The Inci- 
dents of the Day—The Georgia Press As- 
sociation—General Macon News. 

Macon, Ga., March 5.—{Special.|—Today’s 
session of Bibb superior court was consumed 
in hearing argument on the motion of de- 


fendant’s counsel for a continuance of the 
Case. 

Captain Rutherford, for Woolfolk, argued 
and fought for a continuance with great 
ability and eloquence. He desired a continu- 
ance on the grounds that several very

one in Texas, two in Alabama, and several in 
other parts of the state. He argued that it 
was absolutely impossible to obtain an im- 
partial trial in Bibb county, 4s 
the public mind was greatly inflamed 
against the defendant, and had 
become intensified since the decision of the 
supreme court granting a new trial. That if 
defendant was forced to trial now it would be 
at the risk of his life at the hands of the popu- 
lace. Heintroduced a number of reputable 
citizens, to show by their testimony, that 
A JURY OF IMPARTIAL MEN 

can not be obtained in Bibb county to try the 
prisoner. Every man of intelligence had 
cither read the papers containing accounts of 
the prisoner’s trial, or had heard the evidence 
delivered under oath. The presence of De- 
tective Bill Jones, of Atlanta, was desired, 
but he is now in California. It is said that Mr. 
Jones knows the present whereabouts of Jack 
DuBose, the negro who stated that he was at 
the Woolfolk place on the night of the murder, 
and that several negroes’ did the killing and 
not Tom Woolfolk. DuBose is now said to be 
at work in a coal mine in Alabama, 

Captain Rutherford also stated that he was 
in receipt of a letter from Mr. Frank Walker, 
of Atlanta, the original Woolfolk attorney, 
stating that he was sick and unable to attend 
the trial today, and for this reason also he 
asked a postponement. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

The state’s attorney combatted Captain 
Rutherford at every point, and denied that it 
was impossible for the defendant to obtain an 
impartial trial. They asserted that a compe- 
tent jury could be obtained and would give 
the prisoner a just and fair trial. They argued 
against a continuance. 

JUDGE GUSTIN REFUSED 
to grant the continuance, provided Mr. Fred 
Foster, of Madison, and Mr. F. M. King.

We daresay he is very sociable and very 
kind; but he has no national reputation 
either as a statesman or as a politician, He 
has not impressed himself on the public. 

The same may be said of Redfield Proctor, 
of Vermont, the secretary of war, and Ben- 
jamin F, Tracy, of New York, secretary of 
the navy. We have seen Mr. Proctor’s 
name in the newspapers, and he is proba- 
bly avery prominent citizen in his own 
township. Benjamin F. Tracy is known 
to fame as one of Beecher’s counsel in the 
celebrated Tilton suit, and this is the ex 
tent of his notoriety. As to John Wana- 
maker, he is known to fame as a success- 
ful merchant, and the probability is that he 
will be the most useful member of the cab- 
inet. As postmaster-general, he will dis- 
cover many abuses that ought to be cor. 
rected, and there is no reason to doubt that 
he will devote his time and his talents to 
‘reforming a branch of the public service 
that stands very much in need of reform- 
ing. 

After Mr. Blaine, Mr. Wanamaker is by 
all odds the most important member of the 
cabinet. Weis not a time-serving politi- 
cian, and if he concludes to do his duty he 
has a great work before him. He has the 
opportunity to make a name for himself 
such as Mr. Whitney has made in the navy 
department under Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. W. UH. H. Miller, of Indiana, the 
attorney-general, may turn out to be the 
right man in the right place. Outside of 
Indiana, nobody knows anything about him 
and in any event his figure will not be an 
imposing one. The new department of 
acriculture will have as its secretary Jere- 
miah Rusk, of Wisconsin. Practically the 
position, though it ought to be a very im- 
portant one, isa hole in the ground, and 
Jeremiah Rusk wiil not bother anybody 
after he assumes the duties of his office. 

Altogether, the new cabinet is a queer 
collection of amiable nobodies. It is a 
very bold stroke on the part of the new 
president, but it will not, as the boys say, 
pan out. Mr. Harrison is not as big a man 
as General Grant was, and even General 
Grant's administration was nearly wrecked 
and disgraced by the nobodies to whom he 
gave cabinet positions.

Trade With South America. 

When President Harrison, in his inaugur- 
al address, touched upon the importance of 
reaching outand securing the trade of the 
countrics south of us, and expressed himself 
in favor of encouraging the establishment 
of steamship lines, between our ports and 
those of Central and South America, he 
faintly outlined a business policy, in which 
all classes of our people are interested, 

We need new markets, and the easiest 
and most natural extensien of our trade 
would be southward, embracing the West 
Indies, Mexico, Central America and South 
America. Onr southern neighbors have 
had a career of marvelous development dur- 
ing the past thirty years. They have 
grown populous and wealthy. But we have 
neglected our interests in that direction. 
Our mail service, banking facilities and 
transportation lines are not what they 
should be. Then, our system of credit has 
always been against us. The English and 
French merchants give a credit of from nine 
totweive months, while the German and 
Holland merchants give a credit of two 
years, and de not teh to carrying consid- 
erable balances over. 

Gur merchants and manufacturers have 
gent oursurplus products into these foreign 
markets, but the European traders have 
sent only what their customers wanted. 
a matter of course, the present status of our 
SJrade with these countries is notsatisfactory.

The Civil Service. 

In outlining his policy concerning the 
civil service, President Harrison, in his in- 
augural address, took so nruch trouble 
mystify his position, that it is hard to un- 
derstand just what he really thinks abou! 
the matter. 

However, the Associated Press report of 
the ceremonies and scenes attending the in- 
says: ‘‘There were only mild 
demonstrations of approval when the presi- 
dent spoke of his policy in regard to offices, 
and when he mentioned the word ‘civil 
service’ there was a silence broken only by 
a prolonged ‘Ah!’ from a single man in the 
crowd,”’ 

This leads us to believe that the immense 
crowd which listened to the president’s ad- 
dress was impressed with the mystery of the 
meaning of the words of the great republican 
oracle on the question which was of greatest 
import to the vast multitude which pressed 
around the east front of the capitol. Thou- 
sands and thousands in that crowd had 
traveled hundreds of miles to receive some 
evidence of assurance from the new admin- 
istration that there would be an immediate 
sweep of democratic officeholders, and that 
they would come in for their share of the 
new dispensation of federal patronage. 
Therefore, we do not wonder that there 
were “‘only mild demonstrations of ap- 
proval’’ at the president’s unsatisfactory 
utterance concerning the all-important topic 
as to what he was going to do about the 
offices. - 

[t is not known whether the isolated 
‘Ah!’ that escaped the crowd was adem 
onstration of condemnation or approval. 
Unfortunately the wires fail to give either 
a rising or falling inflection to the ejacula- 
tion, but itis decidedly probable that the 
single statesman who gave vent to his opin- 
ion of this feature of the president’s re- 
marks, imparted to his exclamation an into- 
nation of mingled surprise and disgust. 

Our reports do not say that there were 
any mugwuinps on the ground, but if so, it 
may be that to one of them ean be attribu- 
ted the ‘‘prolonged Ah!’’ which is almost 
as mysterious as to meaning as are the words 
which prompted it. If itwas of mugwump 
origin, itis hard to know whether it was 
inspired by emotion of pleasure or pain, 
but the carefulness with which the Asso- 
ciated Press announces that it was a ‘‘pro- 
longed <Ah!’’ gives ground for the idea 
that it was akin toa sigh. 

Whatever may be the president’s position 
as to the civil service, he did not satisfy the 
vast army of office-seckers who. crowded 
around him Monday. ‘They were there 
from every nook and corner of the republic, 
and they went there intenton spoils. This 
was the impulse that moved most of that 
surging crowd, and if the president did not 
speak to suit thein it was not because he 
was not ih a sympathetic atmosphere. 

liowever, the president left down ample 
gaps by which to avoid being entangled in 
the regulations of the civil service, and we 
are of the opinion that it will not be long 
before he begins to utilize them. When 
the multitude of oflice-seekers who heard 
his address looks between its lines, as they 
read it at their leisure, they will probably 
wonder why they were so silent-when they 
first heard it, and then each will smile and 
give vent toa “‘prolonged Ah!”’

WHAT WHOLESALE AND EETAIL 
MEN THINK OF THE ORDINANCE. 


a 


IT IS BEING MUCH DISCUSSED. 


The Test Prepeand te Gi is Considered Impracticable— 
The Reasons Given by lhose That Oppose the 
Appointment of the Inspector—Several Prom- 
inent Dealers Taik About It. 


The whisky inspection ordinance introduced 
by Councilman -Thompson at the council 
meeting last Monday, is attracting a great deal 
of attention now from liquor dealers. 

Hiere is the resolution in fall: 

‘Be it ordained by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, and itis hereby ordained by 
the authority of the same: 

Section 1, That an inspectur of liquors be appoint- 
ed by the general council for the term of two rears, 
taking the ustal statutory oath. 

sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the inspector to ex~ 
amine and inspect all liquois offered for sate in the 
city of Atlanta, and if the liquors so offered shall 
come up to or above the standard re quired by this 
ordinance, the inspector shall piace on each barrel, 
orany other original packace, his stamp, as tollows: 
“Inspected by the city inspector of Atlanta.” 

See. : » The standard for all liquors shall be 8 per 
cent of ‘al cohol. 

sec. 4. Any dealer or dealers who shall keep on 
hand, offer to sell, or offer :o furnish by himself or 
agent any Uquor which has not been inspected shall 
thereupon and thereby forfeit his or their Heense, 
and such person or pers aver a so offending, shall on 
conviction before the » recorder, be fined uot exc 
ing (3100) one hundred dol ae or imprisonment | 
thirty days, 

Sec. 0. The inspector shall receive as his fee 
one dollar every barrel or any other original 
packaye inspected and the same shull be paid by 
the dealer. 

sec. 6. The inspector shall be allowed to appoint 
deputies to assist him iu carrying out this ordi- 
uance, 
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7. All laws or ordinances in conflict with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

The resolution was referred to the sanitary 
committee. 

How They Regard It. 

Mr. Joseph Thompson was asked yesterday 
what he thought of the proposed ordinance. 

“it can do no good,’’ said he, ‘‘for this rea- 
son if no other—the percentage of alcohol in 
whisky is no index as to the purity of whisky. 
Whisky containing ten per cent of alcohol can 
be purer than whisky containing 90 per cent of 
alcohol. Then it is impossible to inspect all 
the whisky that comes here without having 
an ariny of deputy whisky inspectors, and 
even iftheeity were fortunate enough to se- 
cure a competent chemist for the position of 
inspector it could not be hoped that all these 
inspectors will be capable men. It takes a 
chemist to tell good whisky from bed. @Then 
very little whisky is sold that contains 85 per 
cent of alcohol. Whisky could not be sold if 
it contained that percentage.’’ 

Mr. J. Ross, of St. Louis, happened to be in 
Mr. Thompson’ s office at the same time, and 
was asked for an opinion. 

‘No other city that 1 know of.’’ said he, 
“hassuchalaw. There is a state law like 
this in Maine and iu Massachusetts, bnt the law 
is a dead letter. Thelawcan do no earthly 
good, for just as Mr. Thompson says, the 
quantity of alcohol is no test of the purity of 
whisky.” 

_Mr. Frank Potts was found in his oftice. He 
read over the resolution carefully. 

‘*I don’t see the object init,” he said, ‘Not 
—— of the liquor used contains that per- 

entage of alcohol. Even if whisky contained 
otahis -five percent it is just as liable to be 
impure as if it had only five per cent. Then 
it would take an army of inspectors to do the 
work. Every wholesale house would need 
one and keep one always busy. Often whisky 
is shipped without being brouzght into the 
house at all—sold in lots of ten, tifteen, twentv 
barrels. Must I be compelled to wait until 
each of these can be broken open and in- 
spected? ‘The ordinance is useless and im- 
practicable.”’ 

Mr. C. P. Johnson was also opposed to it. 

“Why, said he, ‘‘whisky that contained 85 
por cont of alcohol would killa dog. I[t would 
be unhealihy. Then the idea of paying an 
inspector one dollar for every barrel. It would 
run me out of the business. No whisky con- 
tains 86 per cent of alcohol and the man thst 
iramed the ordinance don’t know anything 
about it.’ 

Mr. W. M. Mickleberry

‘Is whisky that contains 85 per cent of proof 
more lable to be pure than a whisky that con- 
tains less aleohol?’’ 

“Oh, yes, and for this reason. The adultor- 
ants, dilute nitric and sulphurie acids, ete., 
are intended toreplace alcohol beeanse cheaper 
than alcohol. Now, when a dealer knows 
that his whisky must contain 424 per cent of 
alcohol he will have no inducement tu adul- 
terate, because the whisky is strong enough as 
it is.”’ 

‘Is the system of inspection practiced in any 
city that you know of?” 

‘Not in the United States, but it is the uni- 
versal practice in Europe. Yes, this may not 
be the very best ordinance that could be framed 
for the purpose, but it is a move, and an effect-
